19.  while  on  the  battlefraot  in  Wrtler, 
Germany,  during  World  War  11,  an 
sQloding  artiUtfy  shall  severed  his 
spMal  cord,  paralyzing  him  from  the 
waist  down:  The  hopes  and  dreams  of 
this  young  farm  boy  from  Cayuga, 
Ind.,  who  was  serving  in  the  Amy’s 
infantry  Division,  took  a  sudden 
turn.

Missionary  Withdrawal  Set 
For  Strife-Tom  El  Salvador

SAN  SALVADOR,  El  Salvador  (BP) 
—  Feweign  Misskn  Board  officials  re¬ 
port  reaed  sales  from  the  literature 
ministry  in  El  Salvador  and  say  there 
are  no  plans  to  withdraw  Southern 
Biqitist  missionaries  from  the  strife- 
tom  Central  American  country. 

“In  fact,  another  missionary  family, 
Ernest  and  Lee  Ann  McAninch,  jiR 
entered  the  country  this  month  after 
completing  language  schoed  in  Costa 
Rica,”  said  Don  Kammerdiener,  di¬ 
rector  for  middle  America  and  the 
Caribbean. 

Hoyt  and  Marie  Eudaly  —  ages  17 
and  66  —  were  the  only  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  missionariee  in  El  Sal  vador  for  the 
past  six  months  while  BUI  and  Libby 
Stennett  were  on  ftirlaugb.  The  Sten- 
nette  returned  to  BI  Sal^Mlar  Jan.  12, 
and  toe  Eudalys  are  scheduled  to  go  on 
furlough  in  F^niary,  which  wiU  leave 
the  missionary  faree  in  the  country  at 
four. 

Kammerdiener  said  the  Budalys  re¬ 
cently  told  them  they  “have  to  look 
over  their  shoulders  more  often  than 
they  used  to,”  but  otherwise  are  carry¬ 
ing  on  their  regular  ministry.  The  boR

The  State  D^rtment  has  set  up  a 
system  called  the  “warden  sjistem” 


under  which  every  U.S,  cltiaen  in  El 
Salvador  would  be  notifted  of  any  im- 
mecUate  need  to  evacuate  or  to  take 
other  -precautions,  Kammerdiener 
ssud .  The  systeim  normal  procedure  in 
crisis  areas,  is  nothing  beyond  cus¬ 
tomary  safety  measures,  be  added. 

More  than  9,600  slayings  have  been 
reported  iirEl  Salvador  within  the  past 
year.  Included  were  four  American 
Catholic  women  missionaries  who 
were  killed  in  December  and  two 
American  men  who  were  slain  less 
than  one  month  lafer  on  Jan.  4. 

Kammerdiener  stressed  that  the 
missionaries  do  not  believe  they  art  in 
any  special  danger.  “They  all  feel  that 
they  ore  where  they  should  be  and  ore 
happy  to  have  toe  opportunity  to 
minister  in  El  Satvador,”  he  said.

MILL  VALLEY,  Calif.  tBP)  _  The 
elactranic  media  is  not  as  effective  in 
evani^lism  as  many  believe,  and  ac¬ 
tually  may  be  counter  to  local 
cburcbea,  a  Golden  Gate  Baptist 
tlieelogical  Seminary  profesaor  says. 

"The  fact  is,"  said  G.  William 
Schweer,  professor  of  evangelism  at 
the  aeminary,  “the  electronic  church 
is  just  not  the  miraculoMs  evangelism 
tool  some  claim  it  is,  or  that  mparent 
multtludes  think  It  is.” 

Schweer,  who  made  his  remaito 
during  the  seminary’s  annual 
academic  convocation,  added:  “Nany 
have  been  led  tofed  that  the  powerful 
electronic  media  can  quickly  fulfill  our 
evangeliatic  responsibilities,  but  it 
simply  cannot  I  b^ve  the  ^ectronic 
church  dees  bring  about  conversions 
and  I  am  thankful  for  every  one  of 
them,  but  I  just  don’t  believe  it  can 
take  the  place  of  a  local  cliurch.’’ 

In  his  addr^,  Schweer  revealed  the 
resultt'of  a  nirvey  he  performed  hh 
volvtng  ts  California  Baptist  pastors.

Ky.,  has  a  novel  approach  to 
making  church  history  come  alive.  He

apostles,  players  have  to  decide  what

how  to  overcome  "Roman  and  Jewish- 
opposition. 


Played  on  a  maphoard  of  the  ancient 
Mediterranean  World,  the  game  has 
several  playing  pieces  representing 
apostles,  which  are  moved  around  the 
board. winning  converts  and  establish¬ 
ing  churches. 

“Players  don't  compete  against 
each  oOier,"  Olson  said.  “They. coop¬ 
erate  as  the  early  apostles  did  to 
spread  Christianity.''  Competition  is 
provided  by  the  game  itself,  through 
two  sets  of  cards.jnany  of  which  inflict 
persecution  or  misfortunte  upon  the 
churches  aitd  apostles. 

The  game  is  historical  enough  to  im 
elude  Mark  leaving  Paul  and  return¬ 
ing  to  Jerusalem  (Acts  13:13)  but  has 
variables  which  might  include  storms 
or  wars. 

The  disciples  of  Jesus  who  traveled 

sirafwijBe  likely  to  frlnT^rm-nn; 

and  thojie  who  wrote  Gospels  such  as 


Matthew,  Mark,  Luke,  and  John  vrill 
probably  write  Gospels. 

The  apostles  all  have  individual  ta¬ 
lents  such  as  traveling,  preaching, 
teaching,  letter  writing,  Gos^  writ¬ 
ing,  and  managing  conflict.  Con¬ 
sequently  a  versaffle  wostte  Uke  Pjk’ 

Is  very  valuwle  to  the  Christian  effort. 
“We  really  got  wiped  out  ow»}imt 
when  we  gwt  Pod  early  In  the  game,’’ 
admitted  Olson  concerning  a  loss. 

A  Falls  Church,  Va.  native,  Olson 
said,  “My  studies  at  Southern  Semi¬ 
nary  have  given  me  the  background  in 
Christian  ^tory  and  New  Testament 
needed  to  design  the  game  accu¬ 
rately.”
